Island Communities: Pitcairn Islands

The Pitcairn Islands, which con- 
sists of Pitcairn Island itself and the 


Henderson, has an area of 18.1 square 
miles and a current population of 67. 
Only Pitcairn Island itself is populated. 

Scenery of the island has appeared 
on many stamp issues, including a 1981 
set featuring landscapes, a 1993 showing island views, an 1996 set showing land- 
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2001 set, weaving on 
a 2002 set, and a 2004 
scenery set. 
Archaeological evidence shows that 
Polynesians lived on Pitcairn and Henderson 
for several centuries. Polynesian cave dwellers 
on Henderson were featured on a 2006 souvenir 
sheet, and Polynesian rock carvers on a 2007 
sheet. Polynesian artifacts appeared on a 1971 
1999 Apiculture (Sc. 509) set of four stamps. 
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The islands were uninhabited when they were discovered by Europeans, 
Henderson and Ducie in 1606, Pitcairn in 1767 and Oeno in 1819. Aerial views 
of all islands of the group appeared on a 1989 set of stamps.

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The bicentenary of the discovery 
of Pitcairn was celebrated on a 1967 set 
of five stamps. The annual visit to Oeno 
was the theme ofa 1995 set. Views from 
Ducie and Oeno appeared on a 2005 set, 
and views from Henderson on a similar, 
2006 set. Satellite views of all islands ap- 
peared on a 2008 set of circular stamps.

Pitcairn was settled in 1790 
by mutineers from HMAV Bounty. 
Their settlement remained undis- 
covered by others until 1808. The 
bicentenary of the settlement was 
celebrated with twelve stamps in 
1989, six stamps in 1990 and six 
stamps in 1991. A 1983 set of four 
commemorated the 175th anniver-

Bligh turned and sailed east to 
the Pacific Ocean, stopping in 
Adventure Bay, Tasmania, for 
water and firewood. Once at 
Matavai Bay, Tahiti, the crew 
set to work to collect the 
breadfruit plants. 


mutinied. Lieutenant Bligh, 
with eighteen seamen, was set 
adrift in an open boat and 
‘Bounty’, with the mutineers 
led by Fletcher Christian, 
sailed off to find a safe 

refuge. 
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Having landed some of their 
compatriots in Tahiti the nine

proved an admirable hideaway. 
Stripped of her fittings 
‘Bounty’ was burned eight 
days later and the new 
inhabitants went about settling 
their new island home.

able” or similarly. Such a pre-stamp 
letter was depicted on one of the 1974 
stamps issued for the centenary of the 
Universal Postal Union, another of 
which depicted the Pitcairn post-office.

Ships that have deliv- 
ered mail to Pitcairn were 
first featured on a 1975 set 
of four stamps. In 1971, the 
Royal Visit overprint on one 
of the 1969 definitives was 
in fact carried to the island 
on the Royal Yacht.

and west were first depicted ona 1985 set 
of four stamps, with four more following 
1987.

The free postage was withdrawn 
1926, but a New Zealand postal agency 
using New Zealand stamps was then 
opened 1927 and closed October 14, 
1940, the day before the distinct Pitcairn 
Islands stamps were introduced. On Oc- 
tober 15, 1940, a set of 8 pictorial stamps 
were released. Two further values were 
added 1951. In 1990, the 50th anniver- 
sary of Pitcairn stamps was commemorated with 
five stamps.
